R [ghtTruſty, and Right Wellbeloved Counſellors, we greet you well. We taking into Our Princely conſide- 


ration thathy reaſon of this moR barbaronus, and bloody Rebellion in Treland our good Subjedts there are 
reduced tothat extream penury,that now ( astheir laſt kelp, and refuge) they are inforced, and deſicouste 

have fuch lite plate,as they have lefr themato be-coyned for their releefe,intofome {mall peeces of Mony, that 
night paſſe currant in exch ange both there, and in Our Kingdome of England, and that the quantity of Plate, or 
Bullion there {6 to be melted downe, and Coyned, is of ſo {mal}, and inconſiderable value, that it is not worth 
che charge of erecting a Mint there, according to Our former intentions, which would likewiſe take up more 
cimethen their preſent, and preffingnecelsitics will permit; Weare therefore gratiou!ly pleated for the reliefe of 
Our good Subjects there, co require, and authorize you, and doc hereby require, and authorize youzto iflue forth 
one or more Commiſsion or Comivilsions, under Our great Seale of thatOur Realme, unto ſuch Perſon or Per- 
ſons as you ſhallchink ft, thereby authorizing him or them, to melt cowneſuch Plate ,Coyne, Bullion, or Silver, 
as ſhall be brought unto btw orthern, into {mall peeces, to the valu of five ſhillings, halfe Crownes, ewelye- 
pences,and ſixepences, or of any le{ſe value, which (everall (mall peeces they ſhall make of the ſame weight, va- 
lue, and allay, as Our Monies now currant in England, ofthoſe values refpeGively, are; and ſhall Ramp the ſame 
on the one f1de, with theſe letters '{cilicet) C, R. for Carolw Rex, with a Crowne over thole letters, and oathe 
other ſide, with the values of the aid (everall peeces reſpectively, andthe ſame ſo made and ſtamped, to redeli- 
ver'to the bringers of the Plate, Coyne, Bullion, or Silver, {o melred downe. And we farther authorize you 
hereby, to makeall ſuch peeces,as {hall beſo made,to be currant by Proclamation there, We inte nding to make 
the lame currartinthis Our Kingdome; And thatyou appoynt ſuch allowances untothe {aid Per{on, or Per- 
ſons for their ſocoyning of the ſaid peeces,as you {hallchink convenient; and that you take of them good, and 
ſufficient ſecurity for their true melting, making, and delivery of the [aid peeces, in weight, value, and allay, as 
oodas our Monies of the like value now currantin England are,ſothat no fraud; or abule be doneto Our People 
herein.

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A Nd whereas by His Majeſties Commiſsion, under thegreat Seale of this Kingdome, bearing date thefe- 
venth day ofthis Moneth, inthe ninteenth yeare of His Majeſties Raigne, Sir John Veale Knight, Peter 
_ Vandenhoven, and Gilbert Tonques Gold(miths, are authorized to melr, or cauſeto be melted downe, ſuch 
Plate, Coyne, Bullion, or Silver, as ſhallbe broughtunto them into (mall peeces, according to His Majelties 
ſaid direQtions, and whereof an eight partis tobe in Groats, three pences, and two pences. And whereas the 
ſaid Sir John *Veale, Peter Vandenhoven , and Gilbert Tonques, have entredinto Recognizance of two thouſand 
pounds ſterling, for the true making ofthe ſaid peeces of theſame weight, value, and allay, as His Majeſties 
monyes now currant in England of thoſe values reſpectively are, and for theredelivery of ſuch peeces untothe 
bringers of the Plate, Coyne, Bullion, or Silyer,whereof the ſameſhall be made they firſt receiving for the coyn- 
ing thereof,the ſumme of three ſhillings for every pouud weight, every pound being three pound of ſterlin 
mony, accordingto the weightot the Tower of London ſo tobe melted downe or coyned, and lo after the 
{amerate for a greater, or leſſer proportion, and no more. Now wethe Lords, Iuſtices, and Councell, accor- 
ding to His Majeſties good plealure [orous ſignified as aforeſaid, doe by this Prolamation in His Majeſties
